The flaw is not the fluorine it­ 
self, but another mineral, the 
metal magnesium, which you get 
in food and drink. Too much 
magnesium blocks the good work 
of fluorine. 
This means that how much good 
the fluorine treatments do may 
depend on w'here you live and 
what you eat and drink. 
There is magnesium in the soil 
everywhere. Plants contain a 
little, and animals get a little 
from eating the plants. Human 
plant food contains some. The 
amount of magnesium you take in 
depends on how much there is in 
the soil where your food comes 
from. 
Magnesium is a normal part of 
your tissues and blood but in very 
small amounts. 
. 
Suggested Remedy 
A possible remedy for the 
magnesium uas suggested by Dr. 
Alliert E. Sobel of Brooklyn who 
made this report. He said a little 
added phosphorus, in diet, prob­ 
ably would block off the magne­ 
sium. 
He is head of the biochemistry 
department of the Jewish Hos­ 
pital. Brooklyn. He discovered 
the magnesium effect when look­ 
ing for diets to make good teeth. 
He found diets that made either 
had or good teeth in rats. Bad 
teeth came when the animals ate 
food high in calcium in proportion 
to the amount of phosophorus. 
f lood teeth came from diets low in 
calcium in comparison to phos­ 
phorus. 
Fluorine helped 
make good 
teeth but not when a little too 
mucty magnesium was present.

It seems 
to tell the men who pass that it sto o d there 
lo ng lief o re they were bo jn, that g eneratio ns 
hav e liv ed beneath the ro o f and so me o f 
them had to fig ht wars and uncertainties, 
as we hav e. The ho uses seem to say that a 
man’s ho pe and faith ho ld up a ho use as 
much as do the g reat beams and rafters. 
Old ho uses remind men to build ev ery thing 
in their liv es the way g o o d ho uses were built, 
and so meho w the future will be made secure.

THE MAIL DELIVERIES 
Is twice-a-day mail deliv ery g o ne fo r- 
The Senate co nsidered a reco mmen­ 
datio n o f its Po st Office Co mmittee that the 
Department be instructed to g o back to the 
o ld schedule o f mo rning and afterno o n deliv ­ 
eries o n city residential ro utes, but v o ted to 
turn it do wn. Since this is the seco nd defeat 
fo r the pro po sal, it appears that the cur­ 
tailment o f serv ice is no t likely to be ended 
by leg islativ e decree. The first attempt to 
g et such a decree thro ug h Co ng ress was 
made immediately after the serv ice was re­ 
duced last y ear. 
There wfas abundant ev idence o f desire o n 
the part o f senato rs to see the fo rmer sched­ 
ule o f serv ice resto red, do ubtless resulting 
fro m pressure fro m peo ple who like to see 
the mailman co me to their do o rs. But there 
also apj>eared to be reco g nitio n o f the fact 
that an o rder fo r increased mail serv ice 
wo uld hav e to be acco mpanied by an in­ 
creased appro priatio n fo r the Department. 
As it is, Co ng ress is finding it unav o idable 
to appro v e raises in almo st all po stag e rates.

NEW ENGLAND PILGRIMAGE . 
While the San Francisco Conference .was in 
session, I was traveling in the atmosphere of old 
New England. May b e I should have got all excited, 
hopped on a plane, got me a seat in the press 
gallery and watched Messrs. Acheson and Gro­ 
my ko fight the b attle of wits and words. 
Instead, starting in these Berkshire hills, we 
motored toward Maine. First we went to a little 
place called Sturb ridge where a New England 
village of the eighteenth century has b een recon­ 
structed within its proper setting. There we 
lunched and the trip had an unexpectedly good 
start. 
Then we motored to Concord, to the city of 
Emerson and Hawthorne and the irrepressib le 
Alcotts. My little girl was principally interested in 
“Little Women” and my wife in the chaste houses 
of New England. 
Hawthorne pervades this area. Concord, Salem, 
Stò ckb ridge—he seems to have left his m ark 
wherever he lived; and to see a chair on which 
Emerson sat and Hawthorne wrote is to get at 
the very roots of things American. 
We were oil our way to York Harb or, Maine, 
where I was to do a chore of speech-making for 
my friend, Marion Martin. Unfortunately , I missed 
Portsmouth on this trip. No city has more charm­ 
ing earlv American houses than Portsmouth, ex­ 
cept Salem, and Charleston, South Carolina. To 
Portsmouth’s houses, even a tourist must devote 
a week; that is, if the tourist finds b eautiful homes 
interesting and exciting and if his imagination 
can make him feel the lives of our progenitors. 
For a house b espeaks personality . 
That is 
never true of a, city apartm ent or of those b anged 
together affairs with all modern conveniences b ut 
no lived-in* atmosphere. Show me what kind of 
homes men b uild for their families, and I can 
almost sense their ideals of life. That, in a simpler 
and even truer way , my little girl said ab out 
Louisa May Alcott’s home in Concord, and ab out 
the House of the Seven Gab les in Salem where 
Hawthorne’s cousin, Susan Ingersoll, lived. 
We b edded down in Salem at . the Hawthorne 
Hotel, which the local citizens b uilt just off the 
square. But we could not remain indoors with so 
much b eauty ab out us. So we trudged through the 
night, looking at the outsides of these unb elievab ly 
b eautiful houses, some of which we would visit 
the next day . 
The b uilders of these “homes, many dead a cen­ 
tury or. so. were known to me with such intimacy 
as comes from China Coast Fab les. For many of 
them were the masters and supercargoes of the 
clipper ships which sailed from Salem to Asia 
when this nation was y oung, b ringing b ack with 
them silks and teas and spices to enrich the lives 
of our people. 
Their homes speak eloquently of their great 
love for country and family . Only such as dreamed 
of home -on thè vast and tumultuous seas, as they 
rounded the cape or sailed across the expansive 
Pacific, could put such affection into the place to 
which, wind and weather b eing willing, they would 
one dav return. The doors of Chestnut street are 
a holiday of affection for home. And in Salem all 
the doors of the old houses point to the sea, as 
Moslems pray facing toward Mecca. In the Essex 
Institute, it is possib le to spend hours, perhaps 
y ears, tracing out the stories of these courageous 
traders. 
In the “House of Seven Gab les” and in other 
houses, there are. of course, secret staircases and 
chimney s into which children could b e hidden. This 
was for safety against Indian raids and such 
events. Those people knew no security and risked 
much, and perhaps that is why their houses are 
b uilt so closely together. And y et, even now, there 
is an air of peace and quiet in this town which 
is hard to find elsewhere, particularly in a place 
where industry and neon signs and the automob ile 
are also present. 
Salem captured my imagination and love and 
I could not help wondering why the Ford Founda­ 
tion,* which seeks to spend millions in all parts of 
the world, does not devote itself to the restoration 
and preservation of the national monuments of 
American tradition. New England is rich in such 
treasures; b ut they exist all over this land. Henry 
Ford was captured b y an enthusiasm for old 
America; it would b e a living monument to him 
if all the b eautv of the early periods of American 
life could b e preserved as the French safegaurd 
their national monuments. That would b e some­ 
thing useful for the Ford Foundation to do.

POSSIBLE CAUSE OF EPILEPSY 
Although the cause of epilepsy is unknown in 
a great many cases, since the coming of the drugs 
known as b arb iturates, the great majority of epi­ 
leptic seizure can b e controlled so that the individ­ 
ual is not himself in danger, nor likely to endanger 
the lives of others. 
The usual treatm ent is (A) to cut down on all 
starch foods — b read, sugar, potatoes, and pastries. 
(B) Cut down on all liquids — water, tea, coffee, 
milk, cocoa, soft and hard drinks. (C) Increase fat 
foods—b utter, cream, egg y olk, fat meats. (D) A 
daily dose of phenob arb ital as prescrib ed b y the 
phy sician. 
Another advance in the knowledge and treat­ 
ment of epilepsy is finding that a fall or b low on 
the head, occurring often in teenage footb all play ­ 
ers, may cause epileptic attacks or seizures. Thus 
a person who has his first attack of epilepsy in the 
teens or after may have suffered such a b low. 
In the Journal of the Canadian Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. C. B. Trites, Bridgewater, Nova Scotia, 
reports a very interesting case. A woman patient, 
36 y ears old, was referred to Dr. Trites for an ey e 
test. She gave a history of severe attacks of epi­ 
lepsy , with b iting of tongue and cheeks during past 
eight y ears, despite the use of dilantin (a b arb itu­ 
rate) and phenob arb ital four times a day . The a t­ 
tacks occurred chiefly at night—seldom in the day ­ 
time. 
Examination showed farsightedness and hy per­ 
phoria (the elevation of one visual axis ab ove the 
other) and a tendency to cross-ey e. She was given 
a prescription for glasses to correct these defects 
of vision and Dr. Trites reports that she had no 
epileptic attack for nine months during which time 
the doses of medicine were gradually reduced to 
one daily dose, on the advice of her phy sician. She 
had no attack for three or four weeks after stop­ 
ping the medicine and then a severe attack oc­ 
curred. A new prescription for glasses was £ iven 
and the patient has not had an attack for three 
months. 
That this case was true epilepsy was shown 
by 
the encephalogram, which records b rain 
mo v ements 
as the electrocardiogram records the heart 
mo v e­ 
ments. 
Now one case is only one case but I am report­ 
ing the fact that ey e defects were responsib le in 
this case and it is possib le that other cases of epi­ 
lepsy , not controlled b y b arb iturates, may 
be caused 
b y defects of vision.

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OUR LOCAL OLD STONE HOUSES 
During the celebration of the 300th An­ 
niversary of the Founding of Kingston, 
which will take place next year, the old 
atone houses here and in the county, which 
were built in the 1700’s, should be a great 
attraction for the many visitors who will 
come here for the observance. 
The houses were strong, and over 200 
years later they will stand and are as liv­ 
able today as they were when they were 
built. When men build their houses sturdily 
yet of more than stone and mortar, when 
something of their dreams goes into the con­ 
struction, the passing of time has little re#l 
effect. 
There are not very many homes standing 
in America as old as the stone houses here, 
which serve as reminders of what went be­ 
fore. In these troubled days, when one won­ 
der! about tomorrow and the next Century 
seems far off, it is well to notice them. 
An old house has a friendly look. It seems 
to tell the men who pass that it stood there 
long before they were hopi, that generations 
have lived beneath the roof and some of 
them had to fight wars and uncertainties, 
aa we have. The houses seem to say that a 
man's hope and faith hold up a house as 
much as do the great beams and rafters. 
Old houses remind men to build everything 
in their lives the way good houses were built, 
and somehow the future will be made secure.

THE MAIL DELIVERIES 
Is twice-a-day mail delivery gone for­ 
ever? The Senate considered a recommen­ 
dation of its Post Office Committee that the 
Department be instructed to go back to the 
old schedule of morning and afternoon deliv­ 
eries on city residential routes, but voted to 
turn it down. Since this is the second defeat 
for the proposal, it appears that the cur­ 
tailment of service is not likely to be ended 
by legislative decree. The first attempt to 
get such a decree through Congress was 
made immediately after the service was re­ 
duced last year. 
There was abundant evidence of desire on 
the part of senators to see the former sched­ 
ule of service restored, doubtless resulting 
from pressure from people who like to see 
the mailman come to their doors. But there 
also appeared to be recognition of the fact 
that an order for increased mail service 
would have to be accompanied by an in­ 
creased appropriation for the Department. 
As it is, Congress is finding it unavoidable 
to approve raises in almost all postage rates. 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers from the 
swift completion of their appointed rounds,’' 
says an inscription on the New York City 
Post Office building. The sentence is a para­ 
phrase of the praise of Herodotus for the 
Persian messengers, and it is a deserved 
tribute to the faithfulness and hardihood of 
the mail carriers. But in government there 
is a force more potent than snow, rain, heat 
or gloom of night. It is the budget deficit.

'These Days’

NEW ENGLAND PILGRIMAGE # 
While the San Francisco Conference ,was in 
session, I was traveling in the atmosphere of old 
New England. Maybe I should have got all excited, 
hopped on a plane, got me a seat in the prest 
gallery and watched Messrs. Acheson and Gro­ 
myko fight the battle of wits and words. 
Instead, starting in these Berkshire hills, we 
motored toward Maine. First we went to a little 
place called Sturbridge where a New England 
village of the eighteenth century has been recon­ 
structed within its proper setting. There we 
lunched and the trip had an unexpectedly good 
start. 
Then we motored to Concord, to the city of 
Emerson and Hawthorne and the irrepressible 
Alcotts. My little girl was principally interested in 
“Little Women” and my wife in the chaste houses 
of New England. 
Hawthorne pervades this area. Concord, Salem, 
Stockbridge—he seems to have left his mark 
wherever he lived; and to see a chair on which 
Emerson sat and Hawthorne wrote is to get at 
the very roots of things American. 
We were od our w’ay to York Harbor, Maine, 
where I was to do a chore of speech-making for 
my friend, Marion Martin. Unfortunately, I missed 
Portsmouth on this trip. No city has more charm­ 
ing earlv American houses than Portsmouth, ex­ 
cept Salem, and Charleston, South Carolina. To 
Portsmouth’s houses, even a tourist must devote 
a week; that is, if the tourist finds beautiful homes 
interesting and exciting and if his imagination 
can make him feel the lives of our progenitors. 
For a house bespeaks personality. That is 
never true of \ city apartment or of those banged 
together affairs with all modern conveniences but 
no lived-in* atmosphere. Show me what kind of 
homes men build for their families, and I can 
almost sense their ideals of life. That, in a simpler 
and even truer way, my little girl said about 
Louisa May Alcott’s home in Concord, and about 
the House of the Seven Gables in Salem where 
Hawthorne’s cousin, Susan Ingersoll, lived. 
We bedded down in Salem at the Hawthorne 
Hotel, which the local citizens built just off the 
square. But we could not remain indoors with so 
much beauty about us. So we trudged through the 
night, looking at the outsides of these unbelievably 
beautiful houses, some of which we wrould visit 
the next daw 
The builders of these bomes. many dead a cen­ 
tury* or. so. were knowm to me with such intimacy 
as comes from China Coast Fables. For many of 
them w’ere the masters and supercargoes of the 
clipper ships which sailed from Salem to Asia 
when this nation w*as young, bringing back with 
them silks and teas and spices to enrich the lives 
of our people. 
Their homes speak eloquently of their great 
love for country and family. Only such as dreamed 
of home .on the vast and tumultuous seas, as they 
rounded the cape or sailed across the expansive 
Pacific, could put such affection into the place to 
w’hich, wind and weather being willing, they would 
one dav return. The doors of Chestnut street are 
a holiday of affection for home. And in Salem all 
the doors of the old houses point to the sea, as 
Moslems pray facing toward Mecca. In the Essex 
Institute, it is possible to spend hours, perhaps 
years, tracing out the stories of these courageous 
traders. 
In the “House of Seven Gables’* and in other 
houses, there are. of course, secret staircases and 
chimneys into which children could be hidden. This 
was for safety against Indian raids and such 
events. Those people knew no security and risked 
much, and perhaps that is why their houses are 
built so closely together. And yet, even now, there 
is an air of peace and quiet in this town which 
is hard to find elsewhere, particularly in a place 
w’here industry and neon signs and the automobile 
are also present. 
Salem captured my imagination and love and 
I could not help wandering why the Ford Founda­ 
tion/ which seeks to spend millions in all parts of 
the world, does not devote itself to the restoration 
and preservation of the national monuments of 
American tradition. New* England is rich in such 
treasures; but they exist all over this land. Henry 
Ford u’as captured by an enthusiasm for old 
America; it would be a living monument to him 
if all the beauty of the early periods pf American 
life could be preserved as the French safegaurd 
their national monuments. That would be some­ 
thing useful for the Ford Foundation to do.

POSSIBLE CAUSE OF EPILEPSY 
Although the cause of epilepsy is unknown in 
a great many cases, since the coming of the drugs 
known as barbiturates, the great majority of epi­ 
leptic seizure can be controlled so that the individ­ 
ual is not himself in danger, nor likely to endanger 
the lives of others. 
The usual treatment is (A) to cut down on all 
starch foods — bread, sugar, potatoes, and pastries. 
(B) Cut down on all liquids — water, tea, coffee, 
milk, cocoa, soft and hard drinks. (Cl Increase fat 
foods—butter, cream, egg yolk, fat meats. (D) A 
daily dose of phenobarbital as prescribed by the 
physician. 
Another advance in the knowledge and treat­ 
ment of epilepsy is finding that a fall or blow on 
the head, occurring often in teenage football play­ 
ers, may cause epileptic attacks or seizures. Thus 
a person who has his first attack of epilepsy in the 
teens or after may have suffered such a blow. 
In the Journal of the Canadian Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. C. B. Trites, Bridgewater, Nova Scotia, 
reports a very interesting case. A woman patient, 
36 years old, was referred to Dr. Trites for an eye 
test. She gave a history- of severe attacks of epi­ 
lepsy, with biting of tongue and cheeks during past 
eight years, despite the use of dilantin (a barbitu­ 
rate) and phenobarbital four times a day. Tile at­ 
tacks occurred chiefly at night—seldom in the day­ 
time. 
Examination showed farsightedness and hyper­ 
phoria (the elevation of one visual axis above the 
other) and a tendency to cross-eye. She was given 
a prescription for glasses to correct these defects 
of vision and Dr. Trites reports that she had no 
epileptic attack for nine months during which time 
the doses of medicine were gradually reduced to 
one daily dose, on the advice of her physician. She 
had no attack for three or four weeks after stop­ 
ping the medicine and then a severe attack oc­ 
curred. A new prescription for glasses was given 
and the patient has not had an attack for three 
months. 
That this case was true epilepsy was shown by 
the encephalogram, which records brain movements 
as the electrocardiogram records the heart move­ 
ments. 
Now one case is only one case but I am report­ 
ing the fact that eye defects were responsible in 
this case and it is possible that other cases of epi­ 
lepsy, not controlled by barbiturates, may be caused 
by defects of vision.

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OUR LOCAL OLD STONE HOUSES 
During the celebration of the 300th An­ 
niversary of the Founding of Kingston, 
which will take place next year, the old 
■tone houses here and in the county, which 
were built in the 1700’s, should be a great 
attraction for the many visitors who will 
come here for the observance. 
The houses were strong, and over 200 
years later they will stand and are as liv­ 
able today as they were when they were 
built. When men build their houses sturdily 
yet of more than stone and mortar, when 
something of their dreams goes into the con­ 
struction, the passing of time has little re#l 
effect. 
There are not very many homes standing 
in America as old as the stone houses here, 
which serve as reminders of what went be­ 
fore. In these troubled days, when one won­ 
ders about tomorrow and the next century 
seems far off, It is well to notice them. 
An old house has a friendly look. It seems 
to tell the men who pass that it stood there 
long lief ore they were bojn, that generations 
have lived beneath the roof and some of 
them had to fight wars and uncertainties, 
as we have. The houses seem to say that a 
man's hope and faith hold up a house as 
much as do the great beams and rafters. 
Old houses remind men to build everything 
in their lives the way good houses were built, 
and somehow the future will be made secure.

THE MAIL DELIVERIES 
Is twice-a-day mail delivery gone for­ 
ever? The Senate considered a recommen­ 
dation of its Post Office Committee that the 
Department be instructed to go back to the 
old schedule of morning and afternoon deliv­ 
eries on city residential routes, but voted to 
turn it down. Since this is the second defeat 
for the proposal, it appears that the cur­ 
tailment of service is not likely to be ended 
by legislative decree. The first attempt to 
get such a decree through Congress was 
made immediately after the service was re­ 
duced last year. 
There was abundant evidence of desire on 
the part of senators to see the former sched­ 
ule of service restored, doubtless resulting 
from pressure from people who like to see 
the mailman come to their doors. But there 
also apiieared to be recognition of the fact 
that an order for increased mail service 
would have to be accompanied by an in­ 
creased appropriation for the Department. 
As it is, Congress is finding it unavoidable 
to approve raises in almost all postage rates. 
"Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers from the 
swift completion of their appointed rounds,” 
says an inscription on the New York City 
Post Office building. The sentence is a para­ 
phrase of the praise of Herodotus for the 
Persian messéngerg, and it is a deserved 
tribute to the faithfulness and hardihood of 
the mail carriers. But in government there 
is a force more potent than snow, rain, heat 
or gloom of night. It is the budget deficit.

NEW ENGLAND PILGRIMAGE , 
While the San Francisco Conference .was in 
session, I was traveling in the atmosphere of old 
New England. Maybe I should have got all excited, 
hopped on a plane, got me a seat in the press 
gallery and watched Messrs. Acheson and Gro­ 
myko fight the battle of wits and words. 
Instead, starting in these Berkshire hills, we 
motored toward Maine. First we went to a little 
place called Sturbridge where a New England 
village of the eighteenth century has been recon­ 
structed within its proper setting. There we 
lunched and the trip had an unexpectedly good 
start. 
Then we motored to Concord, to the city of 
Emerson and Hawthorne and the irrepressible 
Alcotts. My little girl was principally interested in 
“Little Women” and my wife in the chaste houses 
of New England. 
Hawthorne pervades this area. Concord, Salem, 
Stóckbridge—he seems to have left his mark 
wherever he lived; and to see a chair on which 
Emerson sat and Hawthorne wrote is to get at 
the very roots of things American. 
We were oil our way to York Harbor, Maine, 
where I was to do a chore of speech-making for 
my friend, Marion Martin. Unfortunately, I missed 
Portsmouth on this trip. No city has more charm­ 
ing earlv American houses than Portsmouth, ex­ 
cept Salem, and Charleston, South Carolina. To 
Portsmouth’s houses, even a tourist must devote 
a week; that is, if the tourist finds beautiful homes 
interesting and exciting and if his imagination 
can make him feel the lives of our progenitors. 
For a house bespeaks personality. 
That is 
never true of «c city apartment or of those banged 
together affairs with all modern conveniences but 
no lived-in* atmosphere. Show me what kind of 
homes men build for their families, and I can 
almost sense their ideals of life. That, in a simpler 
and even truer way, my little girl said about 
Louisa May Alcott’s home in Concord, and about 
the House of the Seven Gables in Salem where 
Hawthorne’s cousin, Susan Ingersoll, lived. 
We bedded down in Salem at the Hawthorne 
Hotel, which the local citizens built just off the 
square. But we could not remain indoors with so 
much beauty about us. So we trudged through the 
night, looking at the outsides of these unbelievably 
beautiful houses, some of which we would visit 
the next day. 
The builders of these 'homes, many dead a cen­ 
tury or, so. were known to me with such intimacy 
as comes from China Coast Fables. For many of 
them were the masters and supercargoes of the 
clipper ships which sailed from Salem to Asia 
when this nation was young, bringing back with 
them silks and teas and spices to enrich the lives 
of our people. 
Their homes speak eloquently of their great 
love for country and family. Only such as dreamed 
of home-on the vast and tumultuous seas, as they 
rounded the cape or sailed across the expansive 
Pacific, could put such affection into the place to 
which, wind and weather being willing, they would 
one dav return. The doors of Chestnut street are 
a holiday of affection for home. And in Salem all 
the doors of the old houses point to the sea, as 
Moslems pray facing toward Mecca. In the Essex 
Institute, it is possible to spend hours, perhaps 
years, tracing out the stories of these courageous 
traders. 
In the “House of Seven Gables” and in other 
houses, there are. of course, secret staircases and 
chimneys into which children could be hidden. This 
was for safety against Indian raids and such 
events. Those people knew no security and risked 
much, and perhaps that is why their houses are 
built so closely together. And yet, even now, there 
is an air of peace and quiet in this town which 
is hard to find elsewhere, particularly in a place 
where industry and neon signs and the automobile 
are also present. 
Salem captured my imagination and love and 
I couid not help wondering why the Ford Founda­ 
tion,' which seeks to spend millions in all parts of 
the world, does not devote itself to the restoration 
and preservation of the national monuments of 
American tradition. New England is rich in such 
treasures; but they exist all over this land. Henry 
Ford was captured by an enthusiasm for old 
America; it would be a living monument to him 
if all the beautv of the early periods pf American 
life could be preserved as the French safegaurd 
their national monuments. That would be some­ 
thing useful for the Ford Foundation to do.

POSSIBLE CAUSE OF EPILEPSY 
Although the cause of epilepsy is unknown in 
a great many cases, since the coming of the drugs 
known as barbiturates, the great majority of epi­ 
leptic seizure can be controlled so that the individ­ 
ual is not himself in danger, nor likely to endanger 
the lives of others. 
The usual treatment is (A) to cut down on all 
starch foods — bread, sugar, potatoes, and pastries. 
(B) Cut down on all liquids — water, tea, coffee, 
milk, cocoa, soft and hard drinks. (C) Increase fat 
foods—butter, cream, egg yolk, fat meats. (D) A 
daily dose of phenobarbital as prescribed by the 
physician. 
Another advance in the knowledge and treat­ 
ment of epilepsy is finding that a fall or blow on 
the head, occurring often in teenage football play­ 
ers, may cause epileptic attacks or seizures. Thus 
a person who has his first attack of epilepsy in the 
teens or after may have suffered such a blow. 
In the Journal of the Canadian Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. C. B. Trites, Bridgewater, Nova Scotia, 
reports a very interesting case. A woman patient, 
36 years old, was referred to Dr. Trites for an eye 
test. She gave a history of severe attacks of epi­ 
lepsy, with biting of tongue and cheeks during past 
eight years, despite the use of dilantin (a barbitu­ 
rate) and phenobarbital four times a day. The at­ 
tacks occurred chiefly at night—seldom in the day­ 
time. 
Examination showed farsightedness and hyper­ 
phoria (the elevation of one visual axis above the 
other) and a tendency to cross-eye. She was given 
a prescription for glasses to correct these defects 
of vision and Dr. Trites reports that she had no 
epileptic attack for nine months during which time 
the doses of medicine were gradually reduced to 
one daily dose, on the advice of her physician. She 
had no attack for three or four weeks after stop­ 
ping the medicine and then a severe attack oc­ 
curred. A new prescription for glasses was éiven 
and the patient has not had an attack for three 
months. 
That this case was true epilepsy was shown by 
the encephalogram, which records brain movements 
as the electrocardiogram records the heart move­ 
ments. 
Now one case is only one case but I am report­ 
ing the fact that eye defects were responsible in 
this case and it is possible that other cases of epi­ 
lepsy, not controlled by barbiturates, may be caused 
by defects of vision.

Demand Continues 
Demand for beef, veal, lanlb and 
pork continu es on the u pbeat with 
the passing of hot weather in 
many parts of the cou ntry. Ac­ 
cording to the Department of 
Commerce, American consu mers 
will eat more meat per person for 
the rest of 1951 than in the same 
period a year ago—with pork ac­ 
cou nting for most of the increase.

Bernard Shaw once said: “ Those 
who can, do;

No end of interesting informa­ 
tion can be found in book given 
me by H arry Rigby, 
Jr., 
called 
"U lster County Under the Dutch” 
by Augustus H. Van Buren. One 
item reads: "The Indians had a 
Tennii-Court near the corner of 
Hone and Pierpont streets in the 
city of Kingston. It is mentioned 
by Thomas Chambers in a letter 
w ritten in 1658." 
I 
once 
men­ 
tioned this several years ago when 
1 did the “ Sophia and Joshia” 
script on the local radio station. 
Several 
days 
later, 
two 
little 
boys came running to me with a 
complaint. They 
said 
they 
had 
been digging . around there since 
and couldn't find one arrow-head. 
But an endless number of arrow­ 
heads have been found in Ulster 
county and Kingston, and perhaps 
there are many more still un­ 
found. 
Van Buren describes Indian ten­ 
nis as played with a small ball of 
deerskin 
stuffed 
with 
hair 
or 
moss, or a round piece of wood, 
with one or two netted rackets 
somewhat 
like 
tennis 
rackets. 
Two goals were set up at a dis­ 
tance of several hundred 
yards 
from each other. The object 
of 
each party was to drive the ball 
under the goal of the 
opposing 
party by means 
of 
the 
racket, 
without touching 
it 
w ith 
the 
hand. Two families, or two tribes 
played against each 
other. The 
game was attended with dancing 
and feasting, and the stakes ran 
right. This undoubtedly was the 
game played at the Tennis-Court’ 
mentioned by Chambers at Hone 
and Pierpont streets. This 
game 
was adopted by the Canadians as 


their national 
sport, 
name of La Crosse. 
So often one sees the poor In ­ 
dian squaw w ith a papoose tied to 
her back, and think of her only in 
terms of tilling the soil and doing 
all the labor while her handsome 
Indian husband is out hunting. It 
was not so at all. According 
to 
Van Buren, some of the clans even 
had a chieftainess who ruled and 
governed them well. H er word 
was law. One of these, Nipapoa, 
held sway 6ver a band of the 
Catskills. On her wigwam 
was 
painted the figure of a wolf, the 
totemic emblem of her tribe.

No end of interesting informa- 
ion can be found in book given 
ne by Harry Rigby, Jr., called 
'Ulster County Under the Dutch” 
>y Augustus H. Van Buren. One 
tem reads: “The Indians had a 
Tennis-Court near the comer of 
fione and Pierpont streets in the 
rity of Kingston. It is mentioned 
>y Thomas Chambers in a letter 
written in 1658.” I once men­ 
tioned this several years ago when 
I did the ' Sophia and Joahia” 
icript on the local radio station. 
Several days later, two little 
boys came running to me with a 
complaint They said they had 
been digging. around there since 
and couldn’t find one arrow-head. 
But an endless number of arrow­ 
heads have been found in Ulster 
county and Kingston, and perhaps 
there are many more still un­ 
found. 
Van Buren describes Indian ten­ 
nis as played with a small ball of 
deerskin stuffed with hair or 
moss, or a round piece of wood, 
with one or two netted rackets 
somewhat 
like 
tennis rackets. 
Two goals were set up at a dis­ 
tance of several hundred yards 
from each other.

under the goal of the 
opposing 
party by means of the racket, 
without touching 
it 
with 
the 
hand. Two families, or two tribes 
played against each 
other. The 
game was attended with dancing 
and feasting, and the stakes ran 
right. This undoubtedly was the 
game played at the Tennis-Court’ 
mentioned by Chambers at Hone 
and Pierpont streets. This game 
was adopted by the Canadians as 


their national sport, under 
name of La Crosse. 
So often one sees the poor In­ 
dian squaw with a papoose tied to 
her back, and think of her only in 
terms of tilling the soil and doing 
all the labor while her handsome 
Indian husband is out hunting. It 
was not so at all. According to 
Van Buren, some of the clans even 
had a chieftainess who ruled and 
governed them well. Her word 
was law. One of these, Nipapoa, 
held sway 6ver a band of the 
Catskills. On her wigwam 
was 
painted the figure of a wolf, the 
totemic emblem of her tribe. She 
was part owner of Campels Is* 
land, lying south of Albany. In 
1661, she joined in a deed of the 
same’to Andries Herbertsen and 
Rutger Jacobsen. In 1677 the 
chieftainesses, Wawawamis and 
Mam&roch, joined in a deed 
to 
Louis DuBois and his associates 
of land at New Paltz. 
These and other squaw s had a 
voice in the council of the tribe. 
Even in the weighty matters of 
war or peace they were consulted. 
I wonder what would happen to 
the world today, if the women 
were consulted in war or peace. 
For instance, back in 1660, the 
Esopus chief, Seweckenamo, while 
engaged in negotiating a treaty of 
peace with the council at New 
Amsterdam, stated that he had 
spoken with the women about it.

answered that they desired peace: 
“That we may peacefully plant 
the land and live in peace.” 
It would be interesting to learn 
more about the Indian chief­ 
tainess. She must have been a re­ 
markable woman to arrive at such 
a position and hold it among her 
tribesmen.

No end of interesting informa­ 
tion can be found in book given 
me by Harry Rigby, Jr., called 
“Ulater County Under the Dutch” 
by Augustus H. Van Buren. One 
item reads: "The Indians had a 
Tennis-Court near the comer of 
Hone and Pierpont streets in the 
city of Kingston. It is mentioned 
by Thomas Chambers in a letter 
written in 1658.” I once men­ 
tioned this several years ago when 
I did the “Sophia and Joshia” 
script on the local radio station. 
Several days later, two little 
boys came running to me with a 
complaint. They said they had 
been digging. around there since 
and couldn't find one arrow-head. 
But an endless number of arrow­ 
heads have been found in Ulster 
county and Kingston, and perhaps 
there are many more still un­ 
found. 
Van Buren describes Indian ten­ 
nis as played with a small ball of 
deerskin stuffed with hair or 
moss, or a round piece of wood,

Two goals were set up at a dis­ 
tance of several hundred yards 
from each other. The object of 
each party was to drive the ball 
under the goal of the opposing 
party by means of the racket, 
without touching 
it 
with 
the 
hand. Two families, or two tribes 
played against each 
other. The 
game was attended with dancing 
and feasting, and the stakes ran 
right. This undoubtedly was the 
game played at the Tennis-Court’ 
mentioned by Chambers at Hone 
and Pierpont streets. This game 
was adopted by the Canadians as 


their national sport, under 
name of La Crosse. 
So often one sees the poor In­ 
dian squaw with a papoose tied to 
her back, and think of her only in 
terms of tilling the soil and doing 
all the labor while her handsome 
Indian husband is out hunting. It 
was not so at all. According to 
Van Buren, some of the clans even 
had a chieftainess who ruled and 
governed them well. Her word 
was law. One of these, Nipapoa, 
held sway óver a band of the 
Catskills. On her wigwam 
was 
painted the figure of a wolf, the 
totemic emblem of her tribe. She 
was part owner of Campéis Is­ 
land, lying south of Albany. In 
1661, she joined in a deed of the 
same to Andries Herbertsen and 
Rutger Jacobsen. In 1677 the 
chieftainesses, Wawawamis and 
Mam&roch, joined in a deed 
to 
Louis DuBois and his associates 
of land at New Paltz. 
These and other squaws had a 
voice in the council of the tribe. 
Even in the weighty matters of 
war or peace they were consulted. 
I wonder what would happen to 
the world today, if the women 
were consulted in war or peace. 
For instance, back in 1660, the 
Esopus chief, Seweckenamo, while 
engaged in negotiating a treaty of 
peace with the council at New 
Amsterdam, stated that he had 
spoken with the women about it.

answered that they desired peace: 
“That we may peacefully plant 
the land and live in peace.” 
It would be interesting to learn 
more about the Indian chief­ 
tainess. She must have been a re­ 
markable woman to arrive at such 
a position and hold it among her 
tribesmen.

Lower Milk Output 
In State Forecast 
Because of Hay 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 13 
— 
Milk 
production 
in 
New 
York 
soared to 632.000,000 pounds last 
month, but the output might drop 
next winer because of a poor qual­ 
ity hay crop. 
Vegetable crops in some sections 
of the state suffered like the hay 
crop, from weather conditions. 
Last m onths milk production 
was five per cent above the Aug­ 
ust, 1950, total, the State Agricul­ 
ture Department said yesterday. 
And, the yield per cow on Sept. I 
was the highest for the date in 
the 27 years that records have 
been kept. 
However, 
the d e p a r t m e n t 
warned that production might dip 
this winter because of what it 
called the ‘‘distinctly below aver­ 
age" quality of the hay crop. 
More Acreage Prepared 
More acreage was prepared for 
grass silcage than ever before, but 
because of frequent rains during 


the haying season less than the 
average am ount was cut before 
the crop became overripe 
The departm ent added that con­ 
siderable quantities of cut hay had 
been damaged by rain. 
Despite the August milk pro­ 
duction record, the output still is 
running about two per cent be­ 
hind last year. 
During the latter part of Au­ 
gust, growing conditions for vege­ 
tables varied widely in the state. 
In most of western New Yolk 
there was little rainfall of any sig­ 
nificance 
since 
mid-Julv. 
Rain 
was needed there for late summer 
and fall vegetables. 
Long Island had ram during 
August but it came too late to 
help most fields of late variety po­ 
tatoes. 
In the Hudson Valley region. 
heavy rains fell during the list 
half of August and first two da>* 
of September.

A player who can do better 
than the one playing has no busi­ 
ness on the bench. 
The answer to the so-caJled 
platoon system is as simple as 
that. 
Not the least advantage of the 
unit system is that it keeps those 
in the dugout on their toes. 
Some right-hand 
batters are 
bothered by the sidearm pitches 
of some right-hand pitchers. Some 
left-hand hitters are less formid­ 
able against southpaws. 
So you 
switch to meet tjie occasion. 
The Yankees employ Gil Mc- 
Dougald at second base when a 
right-hander opposes us, at third 
when we face a left-hander. That 
gets 
T h i r d 
Baseman 
Bobby 
Brown’s 
highly-effective 
left- 
hand poke in the batting order 
against right-handers, and Jerry 
Coleman’s 
right-hand 
bat 
and 
skillful second basing in the line­ 
up against left-handers. 
To stack the New York batting 
order 
with 
left-hand 
batters 
against right-hand pitching this 
season I used First Baseman Joe 
Collins in right field with Johnny 
Mize at first, frequently moving 
Collins in for defensive purposes 
late in the going. 
The right-hand batting Hank 
Bauer is our man in right field 
against 
left-handers, 
and 
we 
brought the switch-hitting young 
Mickey Mantle back from Kansas 
City. 
Remember that this right and 
left-hand hitting business (Joesn’t 
go all the way down the line. All 
pitching looks alike to Mize, for 
example. I’ve used right-hand bat­ 
ting pinch-hitters against right­ 
handers 
and 
left-hand 
hitting 
pinch-hitters against southpaws. 
It is the type of hitter and pitcher 
that determines the move. 
Maneuvering players has paid 
the Yankes rich dividends. There 
was that afternoon two years ago 
at Yankee Stadium, when I put 
Cliff Mapes in right field against 
the Red Sox because of his su­ 
perior outfielding and throwing. 
With the bases full and one out, 
the batter hit a line single to 
right. 
Johnny Pesky, on third, 
waited to see if the bail would be 
caught. It wasn’t, but it was field­ 
ed perfectly, and Pesky delayed 
his break for the plate so long 
that he w'as actually forced there 
by Mapes’ extraordinary, one-hop 
throw. 
I used to substitute Bill John­ 
son for Dr. Brown at third be­ 
cause he was a little surer in the 
field, had a bit better arm and no 
superior as a tagger. Late in a key 
game with Cleveland, I put Mapes 
in right field and Johnson on 
third. 
Lou Boudreau opened the In­ 
dians’ half of the inning by dou-
